WATCHDOGS HAVE BECOME 
LAP DOGS 


In her 12/22 letter, Debra McGee of 
350Eugene claims the city of Eugene 
works to protect us from climate change. 

On Dec. 20, the city announced that 
its urban reserves plan to urbanize 
farmland was unanimously approved by 
the city and county planning commis- 
sions, with the politicians following suit 
in the new year. Urban reserves would 
extend Eugene to Junction City and 
toward Veneta — and I haven’t found a 
single environmental group raising con- 
cerns. SustainEugene.org has details. 

No climate activists spoke at the pub- 
lic hearing in October, but there were 
three farmers and rural residents who 
don’t want to be forced into the city. An 
attorney objected on behalf of Wildish, 
which wants to strip mine their land be- 
fore it’s urbanized. I spoke about recog- 
nizing limits to growth on an abundant, 
finite planet. We need to protect farm- 
land so people can eat as fossils deplete. 
Heresy, I know. 

Eugene once had an environmental 
movement watchdogging local govern- 
ment; now these groups are lap dogs. 
Local government promotes climate not 
to mitigate the sixth mass extinction we 
are co-creating, but as amarketing cam- 
paign to prop up local real estate: “Move 
to Eugene to be sustainable!” 

The electrification campaign implies 
that electricity means no fossil fuels. In 
reality, natural gas is the largest energy 
source for electric generation, not dams 
or wind farms.

COMMUNITY RADIO IS STEPPING INTO THE GAP 


ultural shifts are no longer measured in generations, decades or even 
years. From one month to the next, we see screen time increase, commu- 
nity gatherings becoming more diffuse and ebbing, and media organiza- 
tions scrambling for life rafts. New, often more user-friendly — and less 
community-friendly — alternatives sometimes emerge. Community radio 
is perhaps the most hopeful new wave of media that both bucks these 
trends and adheres to them. 

In Eugene, Iam celebrating 40 years in public radio and two years in community radio. 
Insurrounding small cities, dedicated, passionate staff and volunteers are creating and 
programming a variety of local, diverse and expressive radio. Veneta, Cottage Grove, 
Corvallis, Florence and Roseburg all have community stations, and although they don't 
extend very far as a signal, most are online and accessible. 

Some stations have become essential for public service information as public radio 
becomes increasingly removed from communities they allege to serve. Our local NPR 
station has brief local news but has dropped in-studio performances and new music 
releases, and has less and less music and local programming overall. Many of the few 
remaining music shows are syndicated. Diversity is also neglected by local public radio. 
Our one 24/7 public music station is mostly nostalgia in its specialty programming, 
catering to a mostly white, male audience; it has never had an African American or Asian 
American programmer or staff in 75 years. 

Community radio emphasizes diversity inits mission 
statement and strives to meet that imperative. Our 
Eugene low-powered FM station, KEPW, has abun- 
dant Latino, African American, Native American and 
LGBTQIA+ music as well as public affairs program- 
ming. Community radio humbly provides many genres 
that public radio has mostly disowned: bluegrass, hip 
hop, newage, environmental, kirtan and international 
genres are welcomed on community radio. 

As public radio and NPR tend to repeat domi- 
nant culture genres and narratives, accessible and 
compassionate expression runs wild on community 
radio. Fundraising on community radio is sporadic and does not rely heavily on corpo- 
rations, grants or wealthy donors. Community radio also welcomes original, creative 
programming and youth voices. Oregon’s community radio has invented youth broad- 
casting and music programs, environmental music, bluegrass, nutrition, experimental 
jazz and therapeutic shows. 

However, community radio often struggles to achieve best practices in radio. With 
few boundaries or oversight, community radio sometimes flounders with technical prob- 
lems; lack of quality; informative, brief back announcing; and incoherence in program 
placement. Program directors (often volunteers) frequently lack training, resources or 
interest in radio strategies. Radio in general depends on a positive public association 
with its station, even though the average listener tunes in fewer than 10 minutes at a 
time on any station. One poorly delivered moment on radio can lose a listener for life. 

At the same time, community radio is where you will find the most inspiring and expres- 
sive programming. With free speech also come personality, adventure and authentic- 
ity, which are unique to its medium. My opposite personal experience with many public 
radio stations often exposed an environment of fear and control due to finances and 
invasive oversight. One swear word on daytime radio can result in an FCC fine that can 
threaten a station’s future (and it only takes one complaint to investigate). Community 
radio is far less likely to have listener scrutiny for the occasional swear word, with fewer 
listeners and more audience affinity for free speech. Even so, community broadcasters 
are cautious with cussing, and community radio doesn't have much money to take away! 

With all its challenges and opportunities, the future of community radio is bright. As 
commercial radio, social media and public radio become increasingly rigid, with dehuman- 
izing algorithms, our neighbors and culture are accessible on the dial through commu- 
nity radio. Lower power FM is destined for increased wattage as Congress proposes 
boosts. Technology is allowing increasingly professional-sounding software to deliver 
local programming. And the hearts, traditions, and new voices in music and public affairs 
are thriving with ever-growing small community stations.

A UKRAINIAN AMERICAN EMERGENCY ROOM DOCTOR HELPS TREAT 
REFUGEES AND TRAIN DOCTORS ON TRIPS TO UKRAINE

krainian culture is in Tanya Bucierka’s life 
blood. As asecond generation Ukrainian 
American, Bucierka says she grew up 
engulfed in the culture, from Ukrainian 
dance classes and church to summers 
in Ukraine visiting family. 

Sowhen she —a Ukrainian-speaking 
emergency room doctor living in Eugene — got word of the 
Russian war on Ukraine, Bucierka knew she had to help. 

“T thought, if there is anybody that’s meant to go and 
help over there, it’s me,” Bucierka says, adding that when 
the war broke out she immediately reached out to several 
non-governmental organizations (NGOs) to find one to 
travel into Ukraine with. And she wanted to be in Ukraine 
itself — not on the outside. 

“T didn’t want to be on the border,” she says. “I wanted 
to go into the country and help people.” 

Since the war broke out in February, Bucierka has trav- 
eled to Ukraine three times, leaving for her most recent 
trip on Sept. 25 and staying through October. Her previ- 
ous trips were in April and June. While in Ukraine, she 
has helped treat refugees and train doctors. 

During her month-long first trip in April, she spent a 
week working with a U.S.-based NGO called MedGlobal 
and teaching “point-of-care” ultrasound to Ukrainian 
doctors, she says. Point-of-care ultrasound is a diagnostic 
tool where the ultrasound is performed and interpreted by 
the attending physician right there. In Bucierka’s case, she 
taught Ukrainian doctors how to use a handheld portable 
ultrasound device that can plug into asmartphone. These 
devices can be used on the frontlines to detect collapsed 
lungs or blood in the abdomen or heart. Bucierka’s MedG- 
lobal team mailed the devices and volunteered to teach 
doctors, she says. 

The first time she helped teach the ultrasound courses 
while in Ukraine was over Zoom, but the second time she 
was set up at a medical university in the city Ternopil. 
Doctors from all over Ukraine came to the two-day ultra- 
sound classes taught by her and an ICU physician from 
Philadelphia, she says, and surgeons also taught surgical 
procedures using pig cadavers. The university was ina 
location safe from the war at the time in the west. 

“Because civilians in Ukraine can’t own guns, gun 
violence is not a thing in Ukraine,” Bucierka says. “So 
their surgeons are just not used to what they’re seeing 
with war injuries.” 

Outside of the week she spent training doctors with 
MedGlobal during her first trip, Bucierka says she spent 
that month in Ukraine treating refugees. She and anurse 
rented acar, and drove to several refugee areas, treating 
patients in various makeshift clinics — sometimes in a 
school nursing office. 

“Kids aren’t going to school, schools are emptied 
and they’re used for housing refugees,” Bucierka says, 
“everybody from the east that’s now living in the west.” 
The Russians invaded Ukraine Feb. 24 on their shared 
eastern border, and much of the fighting has been happen- 
ing there. 

Even though Bucierka traveled to western Ukraine, 
where it is safer than eastern Ukraine, the safety is still 
relative. She first flew into Poland then drove into Ukraine 
through their shared border on the first trip, and that day 
a car repair shop was bombed, Bucierka says. Air raid 
sirens are a daily occurrence. She says on the last day of 
her trip, five missiles hit the city she was in. 
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“Tt’s very surreal,” Bucierka said about her first time 
being in a war-stricken Ukraine. “When I go to Ukraine, 
it’s typically to see my family and to vacation. This was 
very different.” 

Instead of the leisure she was used to having in Ukraine, 
Bucierka described the fear she felt in pitch-black cities 
each night, streets empty due toa nightly curfew. She says 
she had to remain vigilant when walking around cities — 
always carrying around first aid supplies, personal items 
such as phone chargers, personal protective equipment 
in case of chemical warfare, and being aware of the near- 
est bomb shelter. 

“I’m very familiar with the cities I was in, and I had never 
thought about ‘where’s a bomb shelter’ when I had been 
there previously,” Bucierka says. 

Through the trauma of war, Bucierka says that the 
Ukrainian people are staying resilient and doing every-

thing they can. From churches collecting money to restau- 
rants closing down to provide space for a World Central 
Kitchen, a nonprofit NGO that provides fresh meals on 
the front lines of a crisis or disaster, to average people 
weaving camouflage nets for the military, everybody is 
doing something. 

“I’ve never seen anything like that in my life,” Bucierka 
says. “When I say everybody is doing something, they are.” 

During her most recent trip to Ukraine this past October 
Bucierka was awarded the Golden Cross by the Ukrainian 
Greek Catholic Church Military Chaplaincy for her volun- 
teer efforts and fundraising for the Ukrainian army. She 
was also given a humanitarian award at the MedGlobal’s 
annual gala in November. 

Bucierka has every intention of continuing trips to 
Ukraine until the war ends, she says. She leaves for her 
next trip in early January 2023. Bucierka says she wants 
to help train as many doctors as she can, aiding in the 
survival of Ukrainian people. And she wants people to 
keep the war in their minds as well, she says. 

“T want people to know that the war is absolutely still 
going on, and that Ukraine needs everybody’s support,” 
Bucierka says. “It’s fallen off all the news headlines, but 
people are dying on a daily basis.” m

SOLSTICE CANDLELIGHT VIGIL GIVES GRACE AND HONOR 
TO THE HOMELESS PEOPLE WHO DIED IN 2022

t was December, near Christmas and the longest 
night of the year — Winter Solstice, Dec. 21. 

For the homeless person in a car or ina sleep- 
ing bag or inatent, it was another frigid and lonely 
night with snow, ice and rain in the immediate fore- 
cast. The weather is the homeless person’s most 
immediate obstacle, and there’s little escaping its 

effects in the winter except for the low-barrier facilities 
that serve as the Egan Warming Center. 

For weather-related and other reasons, not everyone 
makes it. Some die, rarely making the news, and witha 
heart-wrenching void left behind that is keenly felt by 
only a few. Eugene Weekly has tried to fill that void, to give 
flesh and character in obituaries to men and women who 
were known, if at all, only as part of a grim category; that 
is difficult work with its own obstacles. 

It was with these men and women in mind that the 
Eugene Human Rights Commission’s Homelessness and 
Poverty Workgroup hosted the annual candlelight vigil on 
Dec. 21. Known nationally as Homeless Persons’ Remem- 
brance Day, it is held every year on the Winter Solstice. 

This year’s event in Eugene was at the downtown 
Park Blocks in front of an estimated 50 hearty souls who 
braved the bitter cold. They came to remember and lend 
grace to the names of the homeless men and women who 
we know died in Lane County in 2022 and to give friends 
and family an opportunity to share the grief of that loss. 

Statements were read on behalf of the Homelessness and 
Poverty Workgroup, Egan Warming Center and by Mayor Lucy 
Vinis, who read a statement on behalf of the city of Eugene. 

Vinis read the names, 18 in all. Some are familiar toEW 
readers who have kept up with our efforts to write their 
obituaries. Others were listed only by their first names. 
All had stories that needed to be told. 

Yet the obstacles that surround the reporting of these 


deaths are such that even the Oregon Health Author- 
ity concedes that 18 deaths of homeless people in Lane 
County this year is nowhere near an accurate number. 
On its website, OHA counts 57 deaths of unhoused men 
and women through October 2022. 

This year, a new law took effect that requires death 
reports to disclose the housing status of the deceased, 
including the homeless. Listing “domicile unknown” on 
a death certificate will make communities across the 
state more aware of the number of unhoused individu- 
als dying on the streets, though EW noted when the law 
took effect that media outlets will not be notified when a 
homeless person dies. 

OHA, in an email exchange with the Homelessness and 
Poverty Workgroup, noted that “Death records in Oregon 
are confidential, and only immediate family members and 
legal representatives are eligible to receive the informa- 
tion. This applies to the list of names as well.” 

In this enormous humanitarian crisis we face, it seems 
that the final indignity the homeless face is that, in death, 
they simply disappear. 

Another indignity the homeless face is the sweeps of 
camps or of solitary encampments, and that was on the 


minds of the group Black Thistle Street Aid, which helda 
large sign throughout the program that read “Sweeps Kill.” 

Heather Merrick of the Homelessness and Poverty 
Workgroup acknowledged the sign and received the loud- 
est applause of the evening when she declared “Housing, 
not handcuffs” is the solution. Vinis had a back and forth 
exchange with the people who held the sign during her 
statement as well, though that was more uncomfortable. 
Still, she got through it and read the 18 names. 

A bell rang out for every name. It was a small gesture 
that lent grace and honor to the men and women. 

More needs to be done for the living. 

The following is the list of 8 homeless men and women 
who are known to have died in Lane County in 2022. EW 
wishes to thank Black Thistle Street Aid for its help in 
getting some of these names. Also, EW adds Michael Cole 
Chetwood to the list. Formerly homeless, Chetwood died 
Sept. 1 at The Nel, a permanent, supportive and affordable 
housing community for people experiencing homeless- 
ness.

CANDY PICNIC 
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Buffalo Romeo, Where the Buffalo Roam 
APRIL 1. FACEBOOK.COM/BUFFALOROMEO. ROCK. 
Chances are if you’ve ever had an evening drink at 
beergarden, you’ve seen Buffalo Romeo, a duo consisting 
of Lea Jones (vocals and guitar) and Kennan Dorn (guitar). 
They’ve played shows around town since 2014, but the 
band hit the recording studio, Jones tells Eugene Weekly, 
after he was hit with a couple cancer diagnoses. (He 
reminds EW that he’s still alive.) Where The Buffalo 
Roam opens with “Unsafe at Any Speed,” a rock song 
akin to Huey Lewis and the News — musically and with 
light-hearted lyrics. The album is an adventure of genres, 
including rock, country, rockabilly and jazz. The other 
half of Buffalo Romeo shows is Dorn, who unleashes his 
multi-instrumental talents on the record. Dorn’s melodic 
and tasteful guitar licks fill the album, with solos to 
match the album’s various genres. And he switches off 
from electric guitar to mandolin to lap steel (and more) 
reminding listeners that he’s a strings renaissance man.

Candy Picnic, Circus Dogs

The band’s first full-length album balances bright, 
distorted guitars and loud drums with Stella Parker’s 
smooth vocals for a unique alt-rock experience. Songs 
effortlessly bounce between dreamy, quiet sections 
and in-your-face rock with hints of punk, almost like 
flipping a switch on some songs. The switching centers 
different emotions at different parts, engrossing the 
listener in the music. For those who like listening to the 
lyrics, the songs present solid poetic stories with edgy 
themes. Tight sounds and polished instrumentals on 
this album certainly reflect the musicians’ growth since 
their 2019 EP Garage Sounds, which is especially clear in 
the re-recording of “Lochness.” Circus Dog gives fans an 
exciting hope for Candy Picnic’s future. — Krista Kroiss 
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Fortune’s Folly, Trust the Way 
SEPT. 5. FORTUNESFOLLYBAND.COM. ALTERNATIVE ROCK. 
Areyou part of the “FollyFam,” what fans of the Eugene- 
based pop rock quartet Fortune’s Folly call themselves on 
social media? With anew release, Trust the Way, out this 
year, now’s your chance to find out. Led by effervescent 
lead singer Calysta Cheyenne, Fortune’s Folly blends ’90s 
alt guitar rock, soul music on songs like “Solid Ground” 
and even at times, a vague sense of pop country — or 
maybe that’s just the group’s persistent high-energy 
optimism shining through, alongside Cheyenne’s bright 
delivery. “Fantasize” sees the band toy with areggae-rock 
backbeat, while a rare downbeat number from the group 
comes with “Alone,” as Cheyenne emotes heartbreak 
the way Alanis Morrissette used to do.

Glide Divine, Glide Divine

Atmospheric and vast, Glide Divine’s self-titled debut 
EP cements them as a mainstay in the local music scene. 
The Corvallis band’s three-track EP came out in April, 
and they are set to release their debut album in January. 
Though they self-identify as “space rock,” their music is 
reminiscent of psychedelic rock from the 60s and ’70s, 
combined with ’90s-era shoegaze. “Sighs and Blues,” 
off the EP, is all searching guitars and subdued vocals 
that blend into a sea of sound. But the highlight of the 
debut is the endlessly catchy “Baby There’s Another.” 
The vocals on this track are the strongest out of the 
three, the cadence melting into the groove. As for their 
forthcoming album, Glide Divine released a statement: 
“It’s lots of work, and lots more patience,” but “the sonic 
possibilities are literally endless once we get into that 
groove and we hope it never dies.”

Idit Shner & Mhondoro, Heat Wave

During the throes of COVID-19, saxophonist Idit Shner 
and John Mambira were in a “parent pod,” a relic of the 
early pandemic days when children completed online 
school together. Keyboardist Torrey Newhart then joined 
the group, which then added Garrett Baxter on bass and 
Ken Mastrogiovanni on drums. Early in the pandemic,

Shner says recording studios were closed, so the group 
recorded the album in Newhart’s living room. Shner says 
what sets Mhondoro apart from other jazz ensembles is 
that it’s focused on group chemistry; “We’ve taken time 
to gel together.” The group’s debut album, Heat Wave, 
brings together jazz and Zimbabwean traditional music, 
adelicate combination filled with exciting tracks from the 
driving rhythmic ’60s vibes of “Heat Wave” to a groove- 
filled “Step By Step.” — Henry Houston 


Last Year’s Man, Time Is a Sparrow 
NOV. 18. LASTYEARSMAN.COM. FOLK. 

Eugene-based indie folk singer-songwriter and 
producer, Tyler Fortier, performing as Last Year’s Man, 
put out Time is a Sparrow, his first full-length since Last 
Year’s Man 2020 debut, Brave the Storm. In the past, his 
music has been used on network TV shows like CBS Sunday 
Morning, among others, and on his new release, Fortier 
continues along the same vein, playing deeply personal, 
well-crafted contemporary indie folk. The music soars 
at points. At others, it dips into romantic melancholy. 
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From a certain adult acoustic-folk perspective, there’s 
huge commercial potential on Sparrow. Especially on 
the pop and alt-country influenced “Spill the Light,” 
among the record’s most engaging tracks, or the heart- 
swelling “Only Memories,” in which, as the percussion 
joins in, Last Year’s Man gestures toward stadium-filling 
sensibilities.

Kerry Politzer, In a Heartbeat

Portland pianist Kerry Politzer assembles a star- 
studded band — and including herself all musicians on 
the record are also faculty members at the Eugene-based 
Oregon Jazz Workshop — for her album /n a Heartbeat. 
Politizer’s compositions feature memorable melodies 
along with virtuosic solos from her band, creating a 
work of art that is both approachable for new listeners 
to jazz yet substantial for those steeped in the artform. 
“Shaky Ground” is a must-listen from the album, which 
illustrates the elite company Politzer surrounded herself 
with — as well as her composition ingenuity — to make 
such a remarkable work. — Henry Houston 


The Macks, Rabbit

OK, so, The Macks are now based on North Portland, 
but here at Eugene Weekly, we still consider these 
graduates from the University of Oregon house show 
scene one of our own, and so do local audiences.

There are different lead vocalists on the tracks, and all 
bring unique styles to the songs. Their harmonies are 
spot on, with “Rolling Thunder" featuring the vocals on

Plaedo, Strange Encounters

Strange Encounters from Eugene-based rapper and 
musician Plaedo, with production from Kyron Rising, is 
aconcept hip-hop album about bonding through trauma 
and “the hero’s journey,” referencing whimsical elements 
like Peter Pan. It’s a love story, as rappers Zen Tempest 
and Maxwell Davis contribute guest verses, and singers 
Princess T and Kara Strickland, among other guest 
artists, provide a tonal center, singing soul-style hooks. 
Musically, the record is reminiscent of Minneapolis- 
based hip-hop duo Atmosphere, among others artists 
onthe Minnesota rap label Rhymesayers Entertainment. 
With an apparent appreciation for hip-hop music and 
the styles that inflect the genre like soul, jazz and R&B, 
Strange Encounters is danceable, especially on the vaguely 
bluegrass-influenced “Hillbilly Shaman Banger.” There’s 
also the sense that secrets will be revealed upon close 
listening.

Spunj, Snack Size, Vol. 1

Spunj describes itself as “a high energy, multi-genre 
fusion four piece” in its Spotify bio. It feels like an accurate 
description of the five-track, 24-minute EP. Snack Size 
Vol. 1 brings complex layers of instrumentals as it blends 
a funky bass with rough blues vocals, also bringing sax, 
synth and soft rock guitar solos into the mix. Each song 
has a different feel, but a general “beachy” theme can 
be drawn across most tracks. The EP demonstrates the 
fun, precise musicianship of the jam band members that 
fans of artists like King Gizzard and the Lizard Wizard 
will enjoy. — Krista Kroiss 


Titsweat, Swelter

Founded last year, Eugene-based Titsweat hit the 
ground running, playing local venues and recording 
singles. Titsweat is for those of you who are looking for 
fixes to the Kate Bush obsession that Stranger Things 
created. On the band’s Band Camp website, they declare 
influential art rock artist Bush as their queen. Despite the 
surge of popularity with “Run Up that Hill (A Deal With 
God),” Gracie Schatz says she and Titsweat guitarist 
Russel Melia have a long history of their love for Bush: 
They were in acover band 20 years ago. “We’ve been riding 
that Kate Bush train for almost two decades,” she says. 
“Mountain Tiger” off of the debut EP captures one 
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of the hallmarks of 90s garage rock: clean guitar tones 
that dramatically switch to a wall of distortion and swirls 
with guitar noise. Bassist and vocalist Schatz says that 
the EP features some of the band’s most popular songs 
from its recent West Coast tour. And it’s a snapshot that 
shows the band’s songwriting diversity, from moments 
of abrasiveness, cleverness and melancholy, she says. 
“Jane Eyre” is one of those songs that illustrates the 
group’s exceptional songwriting. Similar to Derek and 
Dominos’ “Layla” or Guns ‘n’ Roses’ “November Rain,” 
Titsweat’s “Jane Eyre” is two songs in one, the first half 
hasa sharp, biting melody that’s followed by a chant-like 
climax. And “Jane Eyre” is a nod to Bush, whose 1978 
classic “Wuthering Heights” was also a Emily Bronte- 
themed song. So take a pause from running up that hill 
and give Swelter a listen. — Henry Houston 


Upstate Quartet, Days Gone By

Released in November and recorded locally at Sprout 
City Studios, Eugene-based jam band Upstate Quartet’s 
debut album Days Gone By is a mix of genres, including 
rock, blues, jazz and funk.

Opener “Porcupine” shows off the band’s funkier side, 
starting with a catchy slap bass riff that is reminiscent 
of bass masters suchas Flea.

love movie music, I love Broadway, I 
lovejazz,” says Francesco Lecce-Chong, 
music director of the Eugene Symphony. 
“Tspend my time listening to them, not 
conducting them.” 

At a New Year’s Eve concert on Dec. 
31 at the Hult Center, Lecce-Chong will 
conduct the Eugene Symphony and vocalists Peter and 
Evynne Hollens. This is a new move for the orchestra; 
the New Year’s slot at the Hult was for years the terri- 
tory of Eugene Opera. 

Lecce-Chong is eager to include scores from Broad- 
way classics in the New Year’s Eve performance, such 
as An American in Paris, Into the Woods and The Sound 
of Music. “We’re even doing our own rendition of a piece 
from Hamilton,” he says. The piece in question is none 
other than Lin-Manuel Miranda's “You'll Be Back.” 

“Every once in a while,” Lecce-Chong says, “at our 
summer concerts and now on New Year's Eve, I get to 
pull at some different genres.” This freedom allows him 
to incorporate music that he enjoys listening to but 
doesn’t get to perform very often. 
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Eugene singers Peter and Evynne Hollens share Lecce- 
Chong’s love of Broadway. “Their specialty is Broadway 
and we’re really excited to partner with them on this 
program,” he says. “They’re wonderful vocalists who are 
well known nationwide.” 

The music director wants to make sure there’s something 
for everyone in the program. “Even Disney stuff,” Lecce-Chong 
says, “like The Little Mermaid and Beauty and the Beast.” 

Not to worry if you’re not a fan of Broadway or Disney. 
Another huge inspiration for Lecce-Chong is the Vienna 
New Year’s Concert, which is broadcast around the 
world. “They always do Viennese waltzes and polkas,” 
he says. “We're definitely going to pay homage to that.” 
The performance will also include Strauss waltzes and 
arendition of “Auld Lang Syne.” 

When it comes to curating a concert experience, Lecce- 
Chong learned from the best. During the first year of his 
assistant conductorship in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, he 
had the privilege of working alongside Marvin Hamlisch. 
One may recall Hamlisch as the composer of A Chorus 
Line or from winning the coveted EGOT, a collection of 
Emmy, Grammy, Oscar and Tony awards. 


“Marvin was perhaps the greatest entertainer of all 
time,” Lecce-Chong says. “I got to watch how he put 
together shows.” For concerts like this, “I try to chan- 
nel my inner Marvin,” he says. Like Hamlisch, Lecce- 
Chong aspires to “find those things that really surprise 
and delight people throughout the evening.” It’s about 
taking people on a journey through the creation of an 
engaging narrative, he explains. 

The excitement doesn't end with the concert but 
continues in the Hult Center lobby. “We’re going to 
party. We'll have a Du, we'll have a dance floor,” he says. 
Sometimes Lecce-Chong will run into patrons at a local 
bar after a symphony concert. He says he enjoys these 
interactions, and welcomes the chance to celebrate 
alongside his audience on New Year’s. 

“We're excited to hopefully start a new tradition,” 
Lecce-Chong says. 

As for the song that will ring in the new year, Lecce- 
Chong’s not ready to reveal it just yet. “I’m going to keep 
that in my pocket,” he laughs. —
